TO THE CHAIRMAN AND MEMBERS OF THE CARDIFF EDUCATION COMMITTEE. 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN, 


I beg to submit for your consideration my Tenth Annual Report upon the Medical and 
Sanitary Supervision of the Schools under your control, including an account of the medical 
inspection and treatment of children attending the Public Elementary Schools in the City of 
Cardiff during the year ended 3lst December, 1918. 


A grant of £1,024 8s. 2d. was received from the Board of Education for medical inspection 
and medical treatment for the financial year ended March 31st, 1918. 


There are thirty-seven Public Elementary Schools in the City, with accommodation for 
33,311 scholars. The average attendance during the year 1918 was 28,922. 


The Board of Education, in a circular letter issued to Local Education Authorities, 
recognise that in view of the abnormal conditions arising out of the War, it will be impossible for 
the School Medical Officers during this period to present detailed and comprehensive reports, and 
that in view of the urgent need for economy it is desirable that the cost of producing reports should 
be kept as low as possible. In consideration of these special circumstances, the Board will 
accept for the year under consideration a short report, of a comparatively simple nature, indicating 
the character and volume of the work done and the results of following-up and treatment. 


In accordance with the advice of the Board, the report for this year will be reduced in 
scope and volume, and will include only the necessary records of work carried out by the Medical 
and Nursing Staff. 


ADMINISTRATIVE ARRANGEMENTS. 


The Medical Officer of Health acts as School Medical Officer, and is directly responsible to 
the Education Committee, having two Assistant Medical Officers, who also act as Assistants to the 
Medical Officer of Health. The clerical work relating to medical inspection and treatment is carried 
out in the office of the Medical Officer of Health, and the Assistant Medical Officers and the School 
Nurses have office accommodation in the Public Health Department. The two services are therefore 
in close asscciation, and form, in fact, one organization. 


Dr. A. F. Bernard Shaw, Assistant Medical Officer, who was appointed in October, 1912, 
has been absent on military duty since August, 1914. He was demobilized in February, 1919, 
and returned to civil duty shortly afterwards. His place has been taken by temporary Medical 
Officers. 


Dr. Emilie Creaser acted as Assistant Medical Officer during the greater part of the year, 
but in December, 1918, she relinquished her duties under the Education Authority, and was appointed 
as a whole-sime Assistant Medical Officer of Health, for Maternity and Child Welfare Work. 


Dr. Erie Evans and Dr. C. W. Shepherd, were engaged temporarily to act as Medical 
Officers for Medical Inspection work during the year. 


In these circumstances the Education Authority determined to make another appointment, 
and this will be carried out shortly by the appointment of a whole-time Lady Medical Officer. 
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It is obvious that under the provisions of the Education Act, 1918, further additions to 
the Medical Staff will be required. 


There are seven School Nurses on the Staff, two of whom, during the year, were absent 
on military duties. 


Two Nurses assist in the routine and special inspection of children. One Nurse devotes 
the whole of her time to duties in connection with the School Clinic. One Nurse is responsible for 
the “following up” of cases, and she is assisted by the other Nurses. Two Nurses help at the 
Clinic on the days when operations are performed for tonsils and adenoids, and when the Dentist 
is in attendance, and also in the treatment of minor ailments. 


An arrangement has been made by the Education Committee with the Queen Victoria 
Jubilee Nurses’ Institute for their Nurses to assist in the treatment of minor ailments, by visiting 
the children in their homes, and carrying out the treatment advised at the Clinic. The Cardiff 
Education Committee contribute £30 a year to the Nurses’ Institute for services rendered in 
connection with this work. 


ScHOOL CLINIC. 


OPHTHALMIC DEPARTMENT.—This work is undertaken by an Ophthalmic Surgeon (Dr. 
Leighton Davies) who devotes one half-day a week to treatment of diseases of the eyes and defective 
vision. 


Ear, Nose AND THROAT DEPARTMENT.—A Specialist (Dr. J. O. Wade) attends one half-day 
a week for treatment of diseases of the ear, nose and throat (chiefly tonsils and adenoids). 


DENTAL Cuinic.—The Dentist (Mt. C. J. Hurry Riches) visits the Schools one session 
weekly to examine children between the ages of 6 and 8, and the parents of children requiring 
treatment are notified. Suitable cases, upon application, are treated by him at the Clinic, also 
other cases specially recommended by the Assistant Medical Officers. He attends at the Clinic 
two half-days a week to carry out treatment. 


Dr. Erie Evans administers anesthetics at the Dental Clinic and Ear, Nose and Throat 
- Clinics. . 


Minor AriLMENTS.—The treatment of minor ailments, including ringworm, scabies and 
common skin diseases, is carried out under the supervision of the Assistant Medical Officers, on 
two half-days a week. The School Nurses and Queen’s Nurses give valuable assistance in carrying 
out, at the homes of the children, the treatment prescribed. 


CLEANSING STATION. 
During the year, 86 children suffering from scabies were treated at the Cleansing Station 
by the School Nurses. Altogether 155 baths were given.

INSUFFICIENT CLOTHING, Etc. 


In the course of routine and special medical inspection 48 children were found to be 
insufficiently clothed, and 19 to have unsatisfactory footwear. Most of these cases were either 
remedied or improved, as will be seen on reference to Table IV.

Action TAKEN WITH A VIEW To DETECTING AND PREVENTING THE SPREAD OF INFECTIOUS 
DISEASES. : 


This work is closely associated with the administration in the Department of the Medical 
Officer of Health. Notices are sent to the Head Teachers immediately after the receipt of a 
notification from a medical practitioner that a child is suffering from an infectious disease, and 
printed instructions are given to the parent concerned. 


Information received by the School Medical Officer relating to non-notifiable diseases, 
viz. :—whooping cough, chicken-pox, etc., is, of course, incomplete, although the majority of cases 
amongst school children are notified to the Medical Officer by Head Teachers, upon forms supplied 
to them. The Assistant Medical Officers, School Nurses, Health Visitors, and School Attendance 
Officers, also at times give information of such cases. Children found to be actually suffering from 
infectious disease are, of course, excluded from school until they are considered to be free from 
infection. 


Children residing in houses in which there is infectious disease, but who are not themselves 
suffering from such disease, are, of course, excluded from school when necessary.

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MEDICAL INSPECTION AND JUVENILE EMPLOYMEN?. 


Arrangements have been made by which the results of the medical inspection of children 
leaving school are supplied to the Juvenile Employment (Education) Officer. The height and 
weight, and particulars as to eyesight and hearing of every leaver are given, and in cases of other 
defective physical conditions, such information is also supplied. In many cases special medical 
examinations of children are made on request of the Juvenile Employment Officer. 


MepicaL EXAMINATION OF TEACHERS. 
The medical examination of newly appointed teachers was carried out by the Assistant 


School Medical Officers upon instructions from the Education Committee. During the year 1918, 


11 teachers were examined, and 6 re-examinations were made. Thirty pupil teachers were also 
examined.
